1. On 7-8 December 1952, a meeting took place of the eight Onder Sectie Committees 
(CSC) under the Jurisdiction of the Surabaya Sectie Comite (sc) . The OSC's 
represented were Sidoardjo, TJerme, Modjokerto, DJombang, Southern Surabaya, 
Northern Surabaya,jGresik, and Wonokromo. The chairmen of the meeting were 
Slamet and Minu who were the representatives from the Surabaya Sectie Comite. 

2 * Th « fqllowing directives from the SC wgre issued! 

a. Party discipline must be more strictly enforced. 

b. Registration of, all members must be carried out by the end of March 3.953 * 

c. Cadre strength, must be Increased, 

d. The CSC* must, purge all wavering members and those whose loyalty is in doubt . 1 

e. Young men must 'bp encouraged to Join the Persatuan Bekas Perdjoang Seluruh 
Indonesia (Perbipsi) (All Indonesia Union of Ix-Strugglers). 

f . The intellectual struggle must be carried on through the Xkatan Pemuda PaladJar 

Indonesia (iPPl) (Federation of Indonesian Student Youth). “ 

g. More support must , be given to the Ferserikatan Guru Republik Indonesia (PORI) 
(Teache r s Union of the Republic of Indonesia) and the Gerakan Wanita Indonesia 

(Awakened Indonesian, Womens Movement)* 

3. The following directives were impressed upon the delegates as most urgent. 

a. Strong effort* must be made to raise more funds for the general election 
campaign* * ,, ' 1; ' 
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b. Agitation-propaganda in favor Of the National Union Front must be intensified. 

c. OSC leaders must carefully take note of party members, and those who are in 
sympathy, -with the party, who are popular with the people. All such, must be 
brought to the attention of the SC as potential general election candidates. 

d. Special attention must be paid to increasing the effectiveness of propaganda 
directed towards members of the Barisan Tani Indonesia (BTl) (Indonesian 
Farmers Group) and the Rukun Tani Indonesia (RTl) (United Farmers of Indonesia). 

e. OSC leaders must endeavor to cultivate friendly relations with local police and 
government officials* 

l*. The second cadre training course will begin on 15 January 1953- One man from each
